Accompanied by Arthur Page, his 
British attorney, he entered a mo- 
tor car and went to the Petit Pal- 
ais hotel where he will stay; 


"I owe thanks to Greek justice 


for the sympathy expressed," Mr. 
Insull said.. 


A large crowd gathered to hear 
the president of the court read 
the decision, which was based on 
depositions presented by the for- 
mer utilities operator's counsel.

Sitting in 
the Roosevelt study, he related his 
belief that disarmament was neces- 
sary to a restoration of world con- 
fidence and credit, and said he be- 
lieved important steps had been 
taken toward tho reduction of arm- 
aments. 
This in turn, he predict- 


ed, would have a favorable effect 
on efforts fora successful world 
economic conference. 


After 
another talk with 
Mr. 


Hoover this morning, Mr. Davis' 
plans took him to New York for a 
meeting with American members 
of the committee on agenda for 
the 
world economic conference 


which he said would prob..bly be 
in London early next summer. 
He arrived at the executive man- 


sion late yesterday afternoon a 
few minutes after Governor Roose- 
velt himself had returned 
from 


Hyde Park, where he spent Christ- 
mas with his family. The co.-fer- 
ence of the two old friends began 
almost immediately, with the news- 
paper men sitting in during the 
first part of the conversation^ 
'"We need disarmament to re- 


store confidence," Davis said, "be- 
cause confidence means credit, and 
credit is the dynamo for trade and 
commerce."

that world security would rnturn as 
the deadly instrument of war were 
reduced, and mentioned that the 
late Premier Clemenceau of France 
had once told him that "the one 
essential for France out of the 
world war was security."

In a Christmas message to the 
world today, Pope Pius XI an- 
nounced a year's "jubilee" observ- 
ance 
of/ the 19th centenary of 
Christ's passion, death and , resur- 
rection to begin April 2, 1933. 


The Pope replied to greetings 


from the score of Cardinals of 
the Curia, representing Cardinals 
arid bishops throughout the world, 
who were gathered in the consis- 
tory hall. 
Following an ancient custom the 
pope enumerated his joys and sor- 
rows of the past year. 
Listed 
among joys were the spread of 
missions, Catholic action and suc- 
cess, a-nd the 
Eucharistic con- 
gress. 
Among his sorrows lister were 


"the very sad conditions" in Rus- 
sia, Mexico and Spain. . 
The Pope sent best Christmas 


wishes and prayers for "peace, 
tranquility, 
mutual 
confidence, 


friendly relations, greater assist- 
ance wherever were the greatest 
needs, 
sufficient 
remunerative 


work, and less unfavourable and 
uncertain 
general 
conditions of 


life." 
This was expressed particularly 


at a moment when, he said, there 
were "so many divisions and con- 
flicts among peoples and states, 
not excluding the horrors of war 
and civil war and the consequent 
continuance and worsening of a 
universal financial and 
economic 


crisis without 
precedent in his- 
tory." 


"Sufferings of the poor work- 


ing 
classes are 
most felt 
and 


painful and for this reason they 
are the most needy and deserving 
of help, of social justice and of 
Christian charity," he said. 


Announcing the holy year, the 


pope said "This dutiful and bene-

. the child," Clayton explained to 


officers. 
"I was praying and had 


my mind on the Lord. 
''The Oakleys told me she was 
in a heavenly 
ordained 
coma. 


Paul said she was under Gods 
.power .and if I left her alone she 


would be all right. It was hours 
before I realized she was dead. 
Sheriff Nat Curtrlght disclosed 


a statement purportedly signed by 
Paul Oakley In which the preach- 
er , was quoted as admitting the 
Child died with his hands on her 
throat.

COMMITTEE FAVORS 


MODIFICATION ACT 


SPEEDY CONSIDERATION EX- 


PECTED 
UNLESS SNARL 


COMES ON ALCOHOL

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.— (fP)— 


A check of the senate's judiciary 
committee, where the house 32 per 
cent beer bill faces its next test, 
disclosed today a clear 
majority 


for modification of the Volstead 
act. 


Interviews with members indi- 
cated that the bill would receive 
speedy consideration unless a snarl 
develops over its alcoholic content 
provision. 
" Only fur of the 13 committee 
members remaining in the capital 
over the holidays indicated they 
would oppose legalization of beer 
at this session. The other nine 
said they would vote for beer, 
though one or two made reserva- 
tions on the alcoholic content. 
Three of the absentees are demo- 
crates, whose party platform calls 
for immediate modification. 


Since the senate decided 
yes- 


terday to let the beer bill take its 
regular 
course through commit- 


tees, the next action will come In 
the judiciary committee, possibly 
next 
Monday, Chairman 
Norris 


has called a meeting for that day, 
but with the senate In Christmas 
recess until Tuesday, a quorum 
may not be present and considera- 
tion would go over until after Jan- 
uary 1. But prompt action then 
has been promised, 


Norris proposes to send the beer 


measure to the 'same sub-commit- 
tee which is now considering pro- 
hibition repeal legislation. 


' The check showed this sub-com- 


mittee, headed, by Senator Elaine 
(R.., Wis.), is overwhelmingly for 
beer. 
Only one member, Borah, 


Idaho republican, ia definitely op- 
posed. 


The other members are Walsh 


(D., Mont.), Dill, (D., Wash.), and 
Herbert (R., R. I.). Walsh said 
he is for "some fcind. of a beer 
bill," though he did not want to 
commit himself to any specific 
measure without further study. 


Chairman Blaine said that if he 


were unable to get a favorable re- 
port from the aub-commlttee, he 
would ask for action without rec- 
ommendation so that the measure 
could be brought quickly back to 
the senate. 
No one has asked for 


hearings, he said. 
The check of the full committee 


showed that in addition to Borah, 
Senators Robinson (R., Ind,^"Has- 
tings (R., Del.), and King (D., 
Utah), probably will oppose the 
beer bill though both Hastings and 
King said 
they were "inclined" 
rather than definitely determined 
to such opposition.

SET ROOSEVELT AND 


HOOVER FAR APART

The exchange of views between 
President 
Hoover 
and Governor 


Roosevelt on forthright action to

apart -today,

question of cooperation as well.

Hoover had said that his fluccess- 
or-elsct "considers that it is un- 
desirable for him to assent to my

ative action on foreign problems.

preliminary studies. I have asked 
to be kept advised as to the prog- 
resg of these 
preliminaries.

President freely between now and 
March 4. 


"I hope that this practical pro-

of faith healing. 


Sheriff Nat Curtright announced 
that residents of the rural com- 
munity in which the child's death 
occurred were aroused to a high 
pitch. 
Precautions were taken to 


prevent possible mob action, 


A weird tale of choking the 


child to death Tuesdav to "drive 
out the devil" was related to Sher- 
iff Curtright 
The chill was the 


daughter of Mr. and Mra. W. J. 
Clayton. In infancy she had been 
afflicted 
with infantile paralysis 


which prevented her walking. 


George. Wilson, a neighbor, told 


officers he was attracted to the 
Clayton residence by a disturbance. 
He said he found two men kneel- 
ing over the prostrate form of the 
child. They ordered him to leave, 
declaring: he was a "devil," he 
said.

of winter, and to ascertain how

and fifteen have complied. 


'Ohio already has received $1,- 


077,816 for a group of cities for 
the two months; "Wisconsin $3,342,- 
800 for a group of political sub- 
divisions and Louisiana $2,366,075. 
The corporation does not reveal
